For Prisoners 


Coffee County authorities are still 
searching for four inmates who escaped 
from the county jail in Elba before dawn 
Monday. The four left the facility after 
jamming a lock on the cell door and then 
sawing a padlock off a fire escape door. 


The four escapees are believed to 
be in the north Florida area. They are 
described as John Leech, 23, a white 
male from Jonesboro, Ark., 5'7"’ and 
166 Ibs., serving time for burglary; 
Ronnie Snow, 23, a white male from 
Northport, 5'11"’ and 140 Ibs., awaiting 
trial on escape and armed robbery 
charges; Steve Carter, 30, a white male 
from Jasper, 6'0"' and 185 Ibs., charged 
with escape and armed robbery; Daro 
Dale Moore, 18, a black male from 
Samson, 5'7"' and 140 Ibs., serving time 
for parole violation. 


After leaving the jail sometime 
between midnight and 4 a.m., the men 
reportedly stole a 1974 blue and white 
Chevrolet truck from Elba Tractor 
Company. At 3:45 a.m., Opp police 
stopped the vehicle and detained the 
four men for approximately 20 minutes. 
Since the truck had a Coffee County 
license plate, the Elba Police Depart- 
ment was contacted and asked for any 
information on the suspicious charac- 
ters. However, the jail break had not

been discovered at that time nor had the 
truck been reported stolen. Even 
though none of the men had any type 
identification, including driver's license 
the police allowed them to leave. 

Leech, who was driving the vehicle, 
told the policemen he and the other 
three were from Montgomery and were 
on their way to Panama City, FL to 
move a house. 

According to authorities with the 
sheriff's department, the men jammed 
the lock on the cell door with a steel bar 
they sawed off the door. They don’t 
know how the men managed to smuggle 
a saw into the jail. 

Ed Westbrook, the jailer on duty at 
the time of the escape, did not hear any 
unusual commotion during the night 
and did not discover the men missing 
until the routine check at 4 a.m. 

Even thought the cell and fire 
escape doors were open, seven other 
prisoners chose to remain in their cells 
instead of risking escape. 

Moore was scheduled for a parole 
hearing in October and Leech had less 
than a year remaining on his sentence. 

Carler and Snow escaped from the 
Elba Work Release Center earlier this 
year and were arrested a day later in 
Cullman County. They were indicted on 
armed robbery charges in Cullman two 
weeks ago. 


The Coffee County Commission met 
in regular session on Monday, August 
24, at the courthouse in Elba, and by a 
vote of 4-2 agreed to adopt a motion to 
build a new courthouse in Enterprise 
with four jail cells; to renovate the Elba 
courthouse and remodel the current 
county jail in Elba to house 20 
prisoners; and to ask the county's 
legislators to introduce a bill to allow 
the citizens of Coffee County to vote 
whether or not they wish to add a 1-cent 
sales tax to finance the construction. 

Voting for the motion were Com- 
missioners Billy Eagerton, Gilmer 
Grant, Rex Boutwell and Charlie Mack 
Martin, while Marvin Bowden and 
Eugene Bradley voted in opposition to 
the plan. 

The main purpose of Monday's 
meeting was to determine the site and 
size of a new jail to be built in 
Enterprise; but after a series of motions 
it became clear the members of the 
commission were far from being in 
agreement on the subject. Marvin 
Bowden began the series of motions by 
proposing that the county buy 10 acres

Commission 
Reconsidering 
Overtime Pay 


The current statewide controversy 
over overtime pay to deputy sheriffs has 
reached Coffee County, and at Mon- 
day’s meeting, the county commission 
reported it would consider each period 


» of, overtime work separately. prior to 


deciding on whether to pay for the extra 
hours of work or to give the deputies 
compensatory time off to make up for 
the hours worked over 40 a week. The 
commission made it clear they knew 
what options they had in the matter, 
and stated additional pay would be 
made only in emergency situations. 

Landfill manager Buck Tindol was 
present at the meeting and informed the 
commission the large garbage truck is 
out of service due to engine problems. 
After looking at the budget, which 
included $5,200 for repairs, the com- 
mission told Tindol to have the truck 
repaired at Ed Sherling Ford, which 
gave the low estimate of $2,019. While 
at the meeting, Tindol also asked the 
commission if it intended to eliminate 
the landfill department and terminate 
its employees. The commission didn’t 
answer the question, but did tell Tindol 
if he had another job offer to take it and 
not worry about having to give a 
two-week notice. 

In other action at Monday's meet- 
ing, the commission: 
***told Engineer Charles Bowden to 
check with local garages to see if a 
leaking radiator could be fixed on a 
TD-20 bulldozer; 
***was informed that resurfacing work 
bids would be let on September 18 and 
October 18 for work to be done on 
County Roads 70 and 14; 
***asreed to use $80,000 in federal 
funds to pave a portion of Moates Road, 

_ if the City of Enterprise will complete 

the project on the road which is inside 
its city limits. If not, the money will be 
used to pave Turner Crossroads; 
***a proved the election of a new board 
of directors for the Damascus Water 
Authority; and 


of land for $10,000 per acre on Highway 
84 West. and build a 30-prisoner jail. 
The land was described as the old 
Watkins property on the old Salem 
Road, just inside the Enterprise city 
limits. The motion was defeated by a 
vote of 4-2, with Bowden and Bradley 
casting the only affirmative votes. 

Commissioner Charlie Mack Martin 
then took the floor and asked the board 
to adopt a resolution which stated the 
county would build a new courthouse 
“and jail in Enterprise and renovate the 
courthouse in Elba. Martin's resolution 
also asked the county's legislators to 
give them the authority to impose a 
l-cent sales tax to finance the con- 
struction. 


Commissioner Rex Boutwell made a 
motion to amend the resolution, making 
it read ‘‘renovate and/or build court- 
houses in Elba and Enterprise”’ - but it 
died for lack of a second. When a 
second also failed to come for Martin's 
motion, it also died. 


Martin seemed undaunted by the 
motion’s quick death and asked the 
commission to consider another reso- 
lution. Briefly, it stated the county 
would erect facilities needed and 
required by law, and impose means to 
collect the taxes needed to finance the 
construction. He also stated the site of 
the jail had already been determined by 
the previous commission (behind the 
Enterprise courthouse). The vote on the 
resolution was tied at 3-3 (Grant, 
Boutwell and Martin voting yes), and 
Judge James L. Sawyer voted no - killing 
the proposal. 


Martin still wasn't through, how- 
ever, and read yet another resolution. It 
simply stated the county would build a 


“jail in accordance with thé law and pay ~~ 


for it cut of current taxes. This motion 
died for lack of a second. 


It was now Commissioner Billy 
Eagerton’s turn to play the game of 
musical motions, and his initial motion 
was to renovate the Enterprise court- 
house and add four cells; to renovate 
the Elba courthouse; to renovate the 
Elba jail so it would hold 20 prisoners 
(meeting all Federal standards), and to 
ask the legislators to introduce legisla- 
tion allowing the people to vote on a 
I-cent sales tax to pay for the con- 
struction. The yote on the motion wad 
deadlocked at 3-3 (Eagerton, Grant and 
Boutwell voting yes), and Sawyer again 
broke the tie by casting a ‘‘no’’ vote. 


Eagerton also refused to let the 
defeat of a motion quiet him, and he 
came right back with a motion to build 
four cells at the Enterprise courthouse. 
The motion drew an identical 3-3 vote, 
with everyone voting the same as 
before, including Sawyer, whose vote 
killed the motion. 


In an effort to settle the issue, 
Eagerton made his third attempt to 
have a motion adopted. This motion 
was to baild a new courthouse in 
Enterprise with four jail cells; to 
renovate the Elba courthouse; to 
remode! the county jail in Elba to house 
20 inmates, to meet all Federal regu- 
lations, and to ask the county legislators 
to introduce a bill to allow the citizens to 
vote on the adoption of a 1-cent sales tax 
to pay for the construction costs. (All 
renovations will be under the super- 
vision of the commission). 


At first the motion seemed headed

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COMMISSIONERS MARTIN AND EAGERTON CONSIDER MOTIONS 
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Tax Cut Depends 
On Interest Rates 


President Ronald Reagan's tax cut 
program will not do much to help 
the nation’s economy unless interest 
rates go down, Sen. Howell Heflin 
said Tuesday. 

Sen. Heflin spoke at a town meeting 
in Elba Tuesday afternoon, giving 
area citizens a chance to ask questions 
and voice complaints. 

Sen. Heflin expressed his support 
of Pres. Reagan's basic tax cut plan, 
but said he disagreed with Reagan's 
plan to cut Social Security, farm 
programs and school lunch programs. 
The schoo! lunch program was sal- 
vaged, he said, and he hopes to get 
a good farm program through. 

The Democrats had a lot of input 
in the tax bill in the Senate, whereas 
in the House, party lines were drawn, 
Heflin said. Of 47 Democratic Senators, 
37 ‘supported the president's tax pro- 
gram. 

The military program is one that 
needs to be revitalized, Heflin said. 
“The Russians spent $300 billion more 
than the U.S. on defense in the last 
10 years,"’ he said. 

Regarding the recent shooting down 
of two Libyan planes over international 
waters, Heflin said he admired the show 
of power by the U.S. military; however, 
he questions the feasibility of making 
the show of power to Libya. ‘‘That 
area is a powder keg,’’ Heflin said. 
He said he doesn’t want to do any- 
thing that could precipitate a third 
world war, 

Alabama’s senior Senate member 
said he stands in-line with the Reagan 
administration's proposals to 
strengthen the United States military. 
“‘We’ve got to revitalize our military. 
Russia has moved far ahead of us 
during the past 10 years, so we've 
got a lot of catching up to do,”’ he 
explained. 

While he supports increased spend- 
ing for the U.S. military, Heflin has 
mixed feelings about lending a helping 
hand to Saudi Arabia’s efforts to 
increase their military power in the 
Mid-East. He agreed that Saudi Arabia 
has been supportive of the United 
States during OPEC oil negotiations; 
however, Heflin added, he does not 
want to run the risk of angering Israel 
by selling arms to Saudi Arabia. 


Heflin was referring to Reagan's 
announcement earlier this week that he 
plans to sell $8.5 billion of sophisticated 
military arms to the Saudis. Many 
government officials fear that Saudi 
Arabia might use this sophisticated 
equipment to spy on Israel's military 
air traffic. 


“The danger of selling these 
AWACS (Airborne Warning And 
Control Systems) planes to Saudi Arabia 
is that anytime Israel might have to 
react defensively, they would have to 
surprise their enemy like they did 
during the Six Days War. But the 
surveillance of AWACS could destroy 
that,’’ he said. 


Heflin’s visit Tuesday was his third 
to Elba. He also spoke in Ozark 
and Enterprise Tuesday, and was 
scheduled for a meeting in Anniston 
later that afternoon. Congress

Matthew 7:21-23 


These are disturbing 
words of warning. In ‘that 
day", the day of Jesus’ 


second coming and of judge- 
ment, people who consider 
themselves followers of 
Christ will approath the Lord 
Saying, ‘‘Lord, here we are 
Saints come home! We have 
served you well; what is our 
reward?"’ Jesus will answer, 
“IT never knew you; depart 
from me”. What can we 
make of this? 

For one thing we can be 
sure that Jesus was speaking 
about folks who did not have 
a personal relationship with 
Him by faith. ‘I never knew 
you," he said. 


We can also infer that 
those coming to him 
assumed they had earned 
their way into the Kingdom 
of Heaven. They came 
boasting of all they had done, 
but none can earn their way 
by their works. 

A clear statement of this 
concept is not hard to find in 
the Bible. In John 6:27-29 
Jesus told the people to labor 
for that meat which endures 
unto everlasting life. They 
asked what works of God he 
had in mind. His answer - 
“This is the work of God, 
that ye believe on him whom 
he hath sent."’ Ephesians 
2:8-10 states that we are 


saved by grace through faith, 
not by works. It goes on to 
say that good works proceed 
from salvation, that we are 
“created in Christ Jesus unto 
good works"’. Works are the 
fruit of which salvation is the 
root. Jesus said, ‘My sheep 
hear my voice, and | know 
them, and they follow me™ 
(John 10:27). Christianity is 
not so much a religion as it is 
a relationship -- a living 
relationship with the living 
Christ. 

Jesus was warning 
against the danger of being a 
deluded ‘‘disciple’’ one 
who assumes he is saved 
because he is doing some 
good, religious things. Every 
professing Christian needs to 
examine himself at this 
point. First John $:11-12 
assures us that “God hath 
given to us eternal life, and 
this life is in His Son. He tht 
hath the Son hath life; ana»he 
that hath not the Son of God 
hath not life."’ 

Settle this matter once 
and for all. Our salvation 
depends on Jesus and what 
He has done for us on 
Calvary. not on what we do 
for Him. Of course, when He 
is Lord, there is a desire to 
follow Him in obedience. 
Obedience demonstrates sal- 
vation, but it does not cause 
salvation.

Control 


Alcoholism can affect 
anyone. It is no respecter 
of race, age, sex, rich or 
poor. The fact that someone 
still has a job, makes good 
money and stays at home 


_With his family does not 


mean that he can’t be alco- 
holic. 

If he has lost the ability 
to keep from taking a drink 
or to control the amount 
he drinks, he has a drinking 
problem. 

Ninety-five percent of the 
alcoholics in America are 
“ordinary’’ people. They 
have jobs, are keeping their 
families together and are 
getting along, but things are 
becoming more and more 
difficult because of their 
drinking. 

People in all sorts of 
professions, from the bottom 
of the ladder to the top, 
are alcoholic because they 
have become dependent on 
alcohol. They have de- 
veloped a physical addic- 
tion plus a_ psychological 
compulsion to drink, This 
combination destroys their 
ability to control their drink- 
ing. 

It is not when a person 
drinks or how often 
he drinks, but whether he 
can control the amount he 
drinks that determines 
whether he has a problem 
or not. He may not get 
drunk every time he drinks, 
but very often he drinks 
more than he intended to 
and gets drunk more and 
more frequently.

PESTICIDE PERMITS 

Too many Coffee County 
farmers are waiting until the 
last minute to get their 
pesticide permit renewed. It 
is against the law for a 
dealer in farm supplies to 
sell a restricted use pesti- 
cide to a farmer who does not 
have a permit. The law was 
passed several years ago by 
the Alabama Legislature to 
help prevent pesticide acci- 
dents and fatalities. 

The dealer is subject to 
certain penalties if he fails 
to follow the law. To get a 
permit or to renew your 
present permit which must 
be renewed every three 
years, each producer must 
come by the county extension 
office and sign the form pro- 
vided. At this time the 
producer will be cautioned 
about the safe and proper 
use of pesticides. If you 


haven't taken care of this, 
go ahead and do it. Don't 
make efforts to force your 
dealer to break the law be- 
cause you haven't taken care 
of your part of the law. 
Incidentally, homeowners 


who plan to use restricted 
use pesticides should also 
come by the extension office 
and make application for a 
permit. 


BENEFICIAL 

One very good and practi- 
cal way to improve your 
lawn in 1982 is to raise the 
mower blade now. Your 
lawn, whether it is St. Aug- 
ustine, Centipede, Bermuda 
or Zoysia, should be clipped 
about one-half inch higher 
now than it was back in 
June and July. The extra 
length of the stem that you 
allow by raising the mower 
blade will greatly strengthen 
the root system of your 


the root 
law. 

There are a lot of dull 
mower blades being used. 
Dull blades tear the grass 
rather than clipping it. Duil 
blades also put extra wear 
on mower engines. 

So for a prettier lawn 
now, sharpen your blade if 
it is becoming dull. For a 
better iawn next year, raise 
your blade at least one-half 
inch.

Let's exer- 
cise extreme caution at the 
beginning of the school sys- 
tem and harvest season.

It’s the price per serving 
that counts in meat buying, 
not the price per pound. 
For example, if flank steak 
is three dollars and 40 cents 
per pound, it’s still a better 
buy than short ribs at a 
dollar 70 per pound. You'll 
get four servings at 85 cents 
each from the flank steak, 
but only one serving from the 
ribs at one-70. 

Boneless meat yields four 
servings per pound, bone-in 
meat gives two to three serv- 
ings per pound and meat 
with much fat and bone 
provides only one to two 
servings per pound. 

Less tender and less 
demanded cuts are usually 
lower priced and just as 
nutritious as the rest of the 
carcass. Long, slow cooking 
in a covered container can 
make any cut of meat tender.

rhe Elba Tigers open the 
1981 football season 
tomorrow night (Friday) in

“We saw Brundidge play 
in a spring jamboree, and 
were really impressed with 
their team,”" said Wood in a 
Monday interview. ‘Coach 
Akins has opened up their 
offense since last year and 
they are going to throw the 
ball a lot, as well as run the 
option Their backs have 
good speed, their linemen 
are big and strong and they 
want to beat us. Itis going to

be the toughest season 
opener we've had in a 
while."’ 


“Last week we tried to 
cover a little bit of every- 
thing,” stated Wood, 
“offense, defense, the kick- 
ing game, everything! I 
guess everything is about 
where you'd expect it to be. 
We'll just have to wait and 
see. We have some veterans 
who have been in the, heat of 
battle, some boys who have 


seen some action in spots, 
and a bunch of youngsters 
who will get thrown in the 
fire and have to grow up ina 
hurry. | just hope we haven't 
forgotten anything! We have 
worked a lot on fundamentals 
and that will be a key - we'll 
have to execute well if we're 
going to have a chance to 
win. It will take a top effort 
from everyone on the team, 
everybody will have to be 
hitting on all cylinders or 
we'll be in trouble."’ 
“Offensively,” added 
Wood, “we still have a ways 
to go. Ihaven't been pleased 
with our offense in any of our 
scrimmages. We don't have 
that oneness you must have, 
our timing hasn't been good 
and we haven't shown any 
explosiveness. We must 
have a top effort from our 
blockers if we hope to move 
the ball. To put it simply, on 
offense we need more effort 
from everyone. On defense 
we lost a lot of folks up front 
and don’t know how good our 
defense is going to be. Right 
now, we look okay at line- 
backer and ends, but the 
tackles and backs are ques- 


tion marks. The defense 
hasn't been tested in practice 
because the offense hasn't 
done well enough to even 
challenge it. Our defense 
must be ready!"’ 


“If we're to have a 
chance to win."’ continued 
Wood, ‘our offense must be 
consistent. We'll have to run 
and throw and come up with 
the big play when we need 
to. We can't fumble or make 
any penalties that could 
defeat our own cause. On 
defense we'll have to be solid 
all the way around! They will 
run both inside and outside 
and throw the bail a fot. 
Brundidge will test everyone 
on the field and challenge 
you on every play. I hope we 
have enough pride and class 
to hang tough Friday night. 
It's going to be hot and we'll 
have some boys going both 
ways, so they'll just have to 
reach down and keep 
going.”’

Ever since he assumed 
the Elba head coaching 
responsibilities back in 1977, 
local sports fans have had an 
admiting eye on Mack Wood. 
It wasn’t just because he 
possessed sparkling creden- 
tials; and it wasn’t that they 
were especially impressed by 
his fundamental approach to 
the game. What really 
turned everyone on was his 
ability to teach and turn 
young football players into 
top notch performers! You 
see, over the past four years, 
Wood has produced some of 
the best young talent to ever 
wear the ‘‘black and gold,” 
and has sent a quartet of 
players into the college 
ranks. And his efforts are 
going to pay off again this 
season to the tune of a solid, 
winning campaign. 

Offensively, the Tigers 
will again be led into battle 
by senior quarterback Mike 
Amison (6-0, 160), a smart 
operator who completed over 
60% of his passes last year 
while being intercepted only 
three times. A year ago, 
Amison threw for almost 200 
yards and ran for 228, 
making him a double threat 
to opposing teams. Spear- 
heading the receiving corps 
will be senior Buddy Clark, 
junior Brad English and 
senior speedster Ken Yelver- 
ton. Also expected to see 
action are John Meachum 
and Paul Cox. 

Heading up a very good 
running back contingent is 
senior fullback Ted 
Horstead, a _190-pound 
battering ram with deceiving 
speed. Last year Horstead 
rushed for 310 yards and four 
touchdowns and hauled in a

pair of scoring passes. Pro- 
viding solid backup support 
at fullback is sophomore 
Dwayne Hooks, an all. 
around athlete expected to 
get better and better as the 
season goes along. Gone 
from tailback is All-American 
Don Horstead, but a duo of 
speedsters are likely to fill in 
just fine! Andy Hardwick, a 
senior, is back after a one- 
year absence, and raring to 
go, while Mark Henderson, a 
flashy sophomore, is ready to 
prove his brilliant junior high 
career was just a preview of 
things to come. 

Buddy Clark is also likely 
to see action at running back, 
as is Emanuel Magwood. 
The only question mark 
offensively is the interior 
line, where four of last year's 
five starters have graduated. 
The lone returnee is Brett 
Scarborough, a big 6-3, 210- 
pounder, who wiil be cailed 
on to anchor the blocking. 
Shane Meck saw limited 
action a year ago and will 
hold down a starting berth, 
as will junior guard Terry 
Spicer, a take-charge ball- 
player with a desire to win. 
Battling for the other spots 
are Charlie Marler, Greg 
Parker, Dennis Pope, Steve 
Whitehurst, Ken Owens and 
Alvin Jones, not to mention 
several good youngsters, 
trying to earn playing time. 

The Tigers’ defensive 
unit was all but wiped out by 
graduation, but could very 
well be a unit that should 
prove tough to penetrate 
either by land or air. Leading 
the front line of defense will 
be middle guard Steve 
Whitehurst, flanked by a 
battle-worn veteran in Ken 


Owens. The other tackle
